PRICE ANALYSIS

a. Only bid received. The rcason only one bid was received can be attributed to the fact that many
users in the industry are increasingly using PV'C tnstead of cast iron. This would indicate that
suppliers of cast iron are diminishing as well as bidders for the product. In addition, the prices for
PVC pipe are unstable and few bidders are willing to hold their prices for more than a few months.

b. Eighteen notices were sent including one MBE and one WBE. One bid was received.

¢. In comparison with the previous contract awarded in August 2003, the total amount of this
contract reflects an average increase 23% in cost for ductile iron pipe and a 24% increase in cost
for PVC water pipe to the City. Increased cost for the ductile iron pipe can be attributed to the

rising cost of iron and other metals and the reduction in quantities trom the previous contract. The

increase in cost for PVC can be attributed to the high demand for the product.
